"An influential leader at the Baptist World 
Alliance here Saturday rejected civil disobedience 
to attain civil rights.

No membership per se 
exists in SCLC on part of individuals. Funds obtained from 
individual grants, appeals, benefit performances, affiliate 
dues, and personal appearance appeals on part of staff. 

eadquarters offices for SCLC continue to be located at 334 
Auburn Ave . , N.E., Atlanta, Ga. Additional space acquired 
in residence at 563 Johnson Ave., N.E., Atlanta, the former 
residence of Dr. KING. Identities of officers, directors 
and employees of prominence at SCLC set forth.. Sources 
unable to furnish detailed data as to expenditures and

I. ORGANIZATIONAL BACKGROUND OF 

SOUTHERN CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP CONFERENCE 
(SCLC) 


A . Founding and Stated Purpose of SCLC 
On May 3. 1965, f

] made available a brochure published b7D 
by Southern Christian Leadership Conference, SCLC, 334 Auburn 
Avenue, N,E. , Atlanta 3, Georgia, which sets forth the. 
organizational background of the organization as follows: 


On January 10, 1957, more than 100 Southern leaders' 
met in Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss mutual problems of the 
Southern (racial) struggle. At this time it was voted to 
form a permanent organization which would serve as a coordinating 
agency for centers of local protest that would utilize the 
technique and philosophy of nonviolence. Following the 
Montgomery, Alabama, bus boycott the SCLC came into being at 
a meeting held/in New Orleans, Louisiana, at which time 
MARTIN LUTHERv^KING, JR. , was elected President. 

The SCLC is structured ~thr 6 u gfi”aTf fTila Te'W ga r,i- 
zations throughout the South which make up the body of the 
conference. Making and execution of basic policy is the 
responsibility of the Executive Board, which is geographically 
representative of the entire South. Of the 33 board members s 
24 are elected by the conference and nine by the Executive 
Board. Each affiliate may have from one to five voting 
delegates at any deliberative session of the conference. 

An annual meeting normally is held in the early fall and 
the Executive Board meets in the early spring. Intervening 
policy decisions are handled by an Administrative Committee 
between meetings of the conference and the board. 


There is no membership in the SCLC organization 
per se. Affiliate groups and organizations constitute the 
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actual membership in SCLC and in turn, individual 
to the affiliates (churches, civic organizations, 
groups, etc.). The minimum affiliate fee is $25 
which entitles the group to one voting delegate in all 
deliberative sessions. If an affiliate pays $125 fee it is 
entitled to five voting delegates. Affiliation requires an 
application in writing to the national office which indicates 
the general structure, and purposes of the group seeking 
affiliation. Affiliate membership is confirmed by either 
the Executive Board or Administrative Committee. An affiliate, 
upon confirmation, receives certificates and suitable 
credentials indicating the availability of SCLC servides. 

In addition, the SCLC Newsletter and other printed relevant 
material of the social struggle are forwarded to the membership 
of the affiliate group periodically. 

The SCLC from its inception, has been nonsectarian. 1 
The word Christian in SCLC’s name is described as natural and 
unique to the social structure of the Negro community in the 
South, as the church is his only forum, owned, operated 
and controlled by him, affording broadest opportunity for social 
intercourse. The high incidence of ministers comprising 
the leadership of SCLC is a natural result of clergy generally 
being the leaders of protest centers in the SGuth. SCLC welcomes 
the support of any person or group of persons having as their 
ultimate goal democracy in America through peaceful and non- 
violent means. The SCLC lists as its basic aim the achieving 
of full citizenship rights, equality and the integration 
of the Negro in all aspects of American life. SCLC considers 
itself as a service agency to facilitate coordinated action of 
local community groups. SCLC activity revolves around two 
main focal points. They are the use of non-violent philosophy 
as a means of creative protest and securing the right of the 
ballot . 



The basic philosophy of SCLC shall be based upon the 
tenets of Hebraic-Christian tradition coupled with the 
Ghandian concept of satyagraha - truth force - which is at 
the heart of the SCLC philosophy. Christian non-violence 
actively resists evil in any form and never seeks to humiliate the 
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i opponent, only to win him. Suffering is accepted wi t hout ^_ c *-*r 

I retaliation. Internal violence of the spirit is 
/ to be rejected as external physical violence. Crt^atTv t. 1 ?yi' II ^ IL=» 
j used, the philosophy of nonviolence can restore the 

broken community in America. SCLC is convinced that non- 
violence is the most potent force available to the oppressed 
people in their struggle for freedom. 

The dilemma in race relations can most quickly 
be resolved through mass action of people committed to 
, to a nonviolent philosophy who will identify themselves 
in a just and moral struggle. The nonviolent mass action 
dramatizes the evil system in order that the conscience of 
the community may grapple with the issue at hand. 

SCLC considers one of its most vital programs in the 
struggle in the South as leadership training. This leader- 
ship training is directed as the organization of communities 
at the "grass roots” level as it is believed the great 
success of the struggle for full citizenship will be deter- 
mined by this second-line leadership. Training is provided 
in Citizenship Schools and the Correspondence Institute 
which include courses of student on such subjects as 
Registration and Voting; Social Protest; Understanding Politics; 

Use of the Boycott; How to Picket; The Nature of Prejudice., etc. 
SCLC considers the right of the ballot as basic to the exercise 
of full citizenship rights. For this reason its specialized 
staff works in aiding local communities through every means 
available to secure the right to vote. It also arouses interest 
through voter registration workshops re-eraphasizing the importance 
of the oallot. 

SCLC sees civil disobedience as a natural consequence 
of nonviolence when the resister is confronted by unjust 
and immoral laws. This does not imply that SCLC advocates 
either anarchy or lawlessness. The Conference firmly believes 
that all people have a moral responsibility to obey laws that 
are just. It recognizes, however, that there also are unjust 
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laws. From a purely moral point of view, an unjust law is 
one that is out of harmony with the moral law of the^na?ve^§ie 
or, as the religionist would say, out of harmony wirD-^fi^^^ 
Law of God. More concretely, an unjust law is one inrwhactf' 
the minority is compelled to observe a code which is not 
binding on the majority. An unjust law is one in which people 
are required to obey a code that they had no part in making 
because they were denied the right to vote. In the face 
of such obvious inequality, where difference is made legal, 
the nonviolent resister has no alternative but to disobey 
the unjust law. In disobeying such a law, he does so 
peacefully, openly and nonviolently . Most important, he 
willingly accepts the penalty for breaking the law. This 
distinguishes SCLC’s position on civil disobedience from 
the "uncivil disobedience” of the racist opposition in “the 
South. In the face of laws they consider unjust, they seek 
to defy, evade, and circumvent the law, BUT they are un- 
willing to accept the penalty for breaking the law. The 
end result of their defiance is anarchy and disrespect for 
the law. SCLC, on the other hand, believes that civil 
disobedience involves the highest respect for the law. He 
who openly disobeys a law that conscience tells him is un- 
just and willingly accepts the penalty is giving evidence 
that he so respects the law that he belongs in jail until it 
is changed. 


Funds for SCLC are obtained from mass rallies, 
individual and organizational pledges, direct mailing appeals 
and affiliate fees. Some portion of funds is realized through 
the personal appearance of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KINS-, JR. , ana 
other staff members. Fund raising projects in the form 
of benefits featuring outstanding artists of show business 
have added substantially to the financial support. 

The SCLC views Southern college student sit-in 
\ movements as the most important development in the Southern 
'struggle, It has done everything within its power and 
resources to aid and abet the students in developing 
^heir nonviolent protests. The Student Non-Violent

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Coordinating Committee (SNCC) was born as a res ult ro~f /^ 
conference called by SCLC at Raleigh, North ■£jri 
the Spring of 1960. SCLC continues to serve in an advisory 
capacity, through its staff and president, to SNCC. 

SCLC is firmly opposed to segregation in any 
form and pledges to rid every vestige of segregation 
from our nation through nonviolent means. 

The basic program of SCLC encompasses nonviolent 
resistance to all forms of racial injustice including state 
and local laws and practices even though these actions may bring 
about arrests. SCLC resists the system of segregation 
which is the cause of lagging standards and it works _ 
constructively to improve the standards themselves.

Genuine 
intergroup and interpersonal living or integration is the 
objective. This is to be accomplished only through non- 
violence. The international focus on America and her 
internal problems against the dread prospect of war demand 
our seeking this end.

According to LEVISON, 
he was of the opinion that some selectivity as to priority 
of issues for action should be exercised and resolved 
relating to the period April to September. According 
to LEVISON, he had informed Dr. KING they could not drift 
into.*the summer without a definite program. LEVISON f^it 
the program adgpted at Baltimore was an enlargement only 
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of a program put together by HOSEA WILLIAMS at the^j 
1SG4 and the only change was that instead of recruiting 
50© students, efforts were being made to recruit 5000 
students. Source advised that LE7IS0N considered this 
program good but that he has certain reservations about 
spreading its work out into some 70 counties. He considered 
it unwise and unsafe to spread out the workers so thinly 
in such a wide and vast area but felt that by concentration 
in specific areas more could be accomplished. /Recording 
to T-24 J JONES stated he had informed KING that the main 
emphasis for this program has to be to achieve legislative 
recognition and protection of the right to vote and any 
boycott action should be secondary. 



The June 16, 1965, issue of "’’The “Atlanta Journal",

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$CLC plans to send students and professional ci 
workers into six southern states for the purpos 
boosting Negro voting and political activity. According 
to the article, Dr. KING hold the press conference jointly 
with BAYARD RUSTIN, New York Negro leader, who is described 
fts SCOPE Orientation Director, under the overall.’ leadership 
of HOSEA WILLIAMS, The states identified for a ten week 
period of activity this summer were Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Virginia, Alabama and Florida. It was 
expressed that student workers have been recruited by SCOPE 
chapters established on college campuses at northern 
universities and at some southern colleges. It was pointed 
out that as a general rule the 764 applicants approved 
for this work were recruited by a screening board composed 
of the college dean, the chaplain and the student body 
president from the college where the student was recruited. 
In addition, some recruits were obtained from churches 
and labor organizations. To date 42 SCOPE chapters will 
be assigned to 42 specific counties located in the six 
southern states. The article advised that the SCOPE period 
of activity will be divide^ Into three phases which include 
voter registration, political education and community 
organization. According 1 to ,pr . KING, the only criteria 
specified by SCLC in recruiting SCOPE workers was that no 
one be accepted who advcspatjes' violent overthrow of the 
American government. 
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Sources of the Atlanta Office have been unable to 
determine the complete picture as it rebates to Project 
Vision but were of the opinion it was an educational 
endeavor primarily centered in Alabama to upgrade the 
educational level of Negro students.

The May 20, 1965, issue of the "Pittsburgh Post 
Gazette", daily newspaper at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
reported that Operation Dialogue is now originating and 
operating a program in 40 cities, including Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. The program will include the persuasion of 
impoverished white people to join the Negro struggle for 
Negro and human rights. According to the article, 
objectives are to be accomplished with two or three workers 
who move into an area and stay for six to eight weeks and in 
an unobtrusive manner locate underprivileged white people 
who present potential leadership. These individuals then 
would be recruited and trained in a school sponsored by 
SCLC and following this training, would be expected to be 
leaders in a joint white - Negro effort to obtain a better 
life for both. He described Operation Dialogue as a group 
seeking reconciliation, of all Americans, Negro and white, 
to instill in them feeling that they have an obligation 
to their fellow man and not to ignore those who are hungry 
and cold.

ROBERT RONSTADT, 20515 Tiara Street, Woodland Hills, 
California, a former member of the Communist Party (CP) in Los 
Angeles, California, from 1946 to 1952 who furnished infor- 
mation to the Federal Bureau of Investigation from 1949 to 1952 
advised on September 17, 1952, that FRANK WILKINSON was a 
member of the Los Angeles County CP as of September, 1952. 

A second source furnished on September 14, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council to Abolish the House 
Un-American Activities Committee (NCAHUAC) which were adopted 
by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to continue its, efforts to 
broaden the participation in this fight. Another resolution 
accepted as a modus vivendi the suggestion of the Field Repre- 
sentative of the ’'National Committee to Abolish the HCUA" 

(NCAHUAC) namely that local abolition committees may identify 
and coordinate their efforts as closely as they desire with 
NCAHUAC, still maintaining their autonomy for as flexible 
and independent a program as possible. 

A third, fourth, and fifth source have advised 
during March, 1962, that CP members in the New York City 
area have been solicited to support activities of NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at CP club meetings. 

On May 7, 1964, a sixth source advised that the 
NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West 
34th Street, New York City, New York.

As set forth in Cleveland memoranda, dated July 16, 
1965, captioned Communist Infiltration of the Southern 
Leadership Conference, Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR*, is 
scheduled to be In Cleveland, Ohio, on July 27 and 28, 

1965, to help in the voter registration drive currently in 
progress in predominately Negro areas of Cleveland. 

An article in the '‘Call and Post", Cleveland 
weekly Negro newspaper, issue of July 24, 1965, stated that 
Ur. KING will attempt to get the Negroes of Cleveland to 
stop complaining in private and to use the power of the vote 
to stem the wave of racial indignities being suffered by Negro 
residents. The article stated that Dr. KING is expected to 
speak out about the "shameful disinterest of Negroes" in 
participating in the Special Voter Registration and 
Education campaign in Cleveland, which has as its goal the 
registering of 60,000 unregistered potential voters.

An article in "The Plain Dealer", daily Cleveland 
newspaper, I 3 sue of July 23, 1965 , stated that ten representatives 
of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING will arrive in Cleveland on July 23, 
1965, to assist in the voter registration drive. They also 
plan to meet with civil rights leaders here to try to analyze 
problems confronting the city. They will discuss these with 
Dr, KING when he arrives here July 27, 1965 , for a two-day 
stay. The article stated that at the mass meeting on July 28 , 
1965, it is expected that Dr. KING will announce a plan of 
action to be undertaken in Cleveland based on the special 
report compiled by the advance group. 

On July 23, 1965, Mr. RICHARD G, MC KEAN, Assistant 
Safety Director, City of Cleveland, advised that the police 
Department Is aware of Dr. KING'S Itinerary and the Police 
Department will make the necessary arrangements to see the 
caravans into the various neighborhoods and the street corner 
meetings are conducted in an orderly fashion.

Reveren d Andrew J.VBr.own, Pastor, St. John's Missionary 
Baptist Church, 17th and Martindale, and President of 
the- Indianapolis Affiliate, of .the Southern Christian 
Leadership Con ference (XASCLC) announced through news 
media on July 9, 1965, that his Affiliate would picket ' 
the "Indianapolis Star," which is a daily newspaper 
published in Indianapolis, Indiana. He stated the picketing 
would start on July 10, 1965, because of the Star’s 
editorial policy and the fact that every time a Negro is 
arrested, the newspaper does not follow with full details. 

In addition, in a three-quarter -page ad in the "Indianapolis 
Recorder," a weekly Negro newspaper published in Indianapolis, 
the IASCLC announced that C. T, Vivian would be in 
Indianapolis July 10, 1965, to give a sermon at St, John’s 
Missionary Baptist Church, Indianapolis. 

On July 10, 1965, C, T. Vivian was observed by a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation entering the 
St. John’s Missionary Baptist Church. He gave a sermon, 
the context of which is unknown, and after his sermon, he 
gathered with approximately 7J? oth&r individuals, both 
Negro and white, across the street in the city park from 
the offices of the "Indianapolis Star."

It was observed that Vivian was the center of the activity 
and it appeared he was giving instructions to those 
individuals in the park. A picket line was then formed 
around the offices of the "Indianapolis Star," and this 
picketing continued for approximately one to one and one-half 
hours. The pickets carried signs: 'Why can't you have a 
Negro coluraist?”; "We want to read both sides."; "On no 
uncertain terms Doctor Martin Luther King is our leader." 


The demonstration was disbanded after the Reverend Erown 
presented an open letter to one of the reporters of the 
"Indianapolis Star." 


It was noted that Vivian took charge of disbanding 

this group and allowed approximately ten at a time to 
cross the street with the street light in their favor 
until all were across in the park and then they were dis- 
banded. 


A Special Agent of the FBI obtained a copy of the open 
letter to. the "Indianapolis Star," which was dated 
July 8, 1965, and is set out as follows: 


In reply to your bad Editorial of July 8th, -we 

would like to raise some points of defense 

for Noble Peace Prize Winner’, Martin Luther King. 

In the first place yon labeled him" as "the r 

trouble-making winner of the Nobel Prize." What 
kind of trouble has Dr, King caused in his fight 
to break down the barriers of bigotry and dis- 
crimination against the Negro people? To whom 
has he caused trouble? We did not know that those 
who contend for justice and liberty could cause 
anyone trouble except those who would deny justice 
and freedom. 

If Dr. King is, as you h?„ve stated, a "trouble-maker" 
in your eyes, then it can only be that you are 
sympathetic with the forces of prejudice, bigotry 
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IASCLC 



and intolei'ance against whom Dr, King has been 
leading the struggle on behalf of the Negro 
people. You are in the same political and 
philosophical bed as Wallace of Alabama and 
other segregationists of this country. They, 
too, consider King a "trouble-maker.” Speaking 
of Dr. King following the "Communist Line," we 
have sense enough to see that you consistently 
follow the "Segregationist Line." In the opinion 
of many there is always something constitutionally 
wrong with any idea to help the Negro people, 
but we never hear you espousing any idea to help 
the Negro without you considering it unconstitutional. 

As long as Wallace and the other bigots of the 
South denied the ballot to Negroes you never said a 
word about it, but the moment Dr. King begins 
to do something about it he becomes a "trouble-maker" 
and when Congress considered a bill to convict this 
injustice this bill is in your opinion unconstitutional. 
We would like to let you know that in no uncertain 
terms, Mr. Indianapolis Star, that we- the Negro 
people of Indianapolis understand that behind your 
mask of hypocracy and smiles there is a heart as 
bigoted and prejudiced against the Negro people as 
is Wallace and the other segregationists of the South. 

In the second place you attempt to label Dr. King 
as a communist simply because he is for a negotiated 
peace in Viet Nam. This is not only a piece of 
vicious, mean slander,— but an insult to the intelligence 
of the Negro people. What do you think we Negroes 
are, fools? The time is passe’ that Negroes will 
believe something simply because "Mr. Charlie" 
says it and the time is also over when Negroes are going 
to allow white people to tell us who our leaders 
are, or to pick them for us. We want to let you and 
everyone else know that in no uncertain terms this 
attempt of yours to discredit Dr. King in the eyes of 
the Negro people will not work. We know Dr. King 
is no Communist and we have and will continue to have 
unshaken confidence in his integrity and leadership. 




We are fed up with the white man's strategy of 
dividing us, keeping his feet on our necks, killing 
off our real leaders, and setting up before us phony 
leaders whom he can buy and sell. 

Anytime a Negro leader will not dance to the music of 
the white power -structure of this country, he is 
dubbed by the press and the other media erf communications, 
which the power -structure controls, as a "trouble-maker" 
and "communist." This is supposed to make Negro people 
drop away from him. This sort of thing has kept us for 
450 years in bondage to "Mr. Charlie", but we are 
waking up now. We are not listening to "Mr. Charlie” 
anymore. We ai*e glad Dr. King is troubling you and 
your kind. Until v,'e are free we intend to see to it 
that he continues to trouble you and all others like 
you, for when the time comes when he no longer troubles 
you, we will know that he then is no longer-serving us. 

After Vivian's sermon at the St. John's Missionary 

Church, a Special Agent of the FBI obtained a pamphlet 
which was published by the IASCLC. The pamphlet was entitled, 
"Operation US,” and indicated this stood for United Strength. 

The contents of the pamphlet mentioned above are set forth, 
in part, as follows; 

AIMS 

To achieve full citizenship rights and total f 
integration of the Negro in American life. 

To stimulate nonviolent mass action to remove 
the barriers of segregation and discrimination. 

WHY ARE WE HERE? 

Dr. Martin Luther King wants to do what the white 
man has said could never be done among Negroes; 
ORGANIZE and GET TOGETHER . 

TO BE BLACK IN AMERICA is unfortunate: to be 
black in the South is a crime. In the North 
because _we are not united we have— no—g trength 
to stop - - 

POLICE BRUTALITY AND HARASSMENT. “ 

POOR GOVERNMENT that keep us in ghettos 
and allow landlords to charge high rent for 
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run-down homes. 

POOR EDUCATION that denies us of first 
class schools, books, and counseling. 

POOR HOUSING with urban renewal programs 
that means Negro removal. 

POOR JOB OPPORTUNITY. We are losing out 
economically in Indianapolis. 


WHAT CAN YOU DO?

On the evening of July 2, 1965 , Reverend Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. addressed a mass rally of individuals attending 
the state convention of Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC), which was held a,t Roger's Stadium, Virginia State College, 
Ettrick, Virginia. It is noted that this rally was open to the 
public and newspaper figures "an approximate attendance of some- 
where between 2,000 and 2,500". 

The "Richmond Times-Dispatch" , a daily newspaper published 
at Richmond, Virginia, in an article captioned "Dr. King Calls for 
End To War in Viet Nam" carried the following news item on July 3,. 
1965 , concerning the speech made by Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
on July 2, 1965: 

"The Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. called for a nego- 
tiated settlement of the war in Viet Nam at a civil rights 
rally here Friday night. 

"The Nobel peace prize wiftner said, 'There must be a 
settlement' even if it means direct negotiations with the 
Communist Viet Cong. He told ah audience of some 2,000 
persons attending a state convention of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) that 'the long night 
of war must be ended.' 

"He suggested that civil rights workers should be- 
come active in the movement to end the war in Viet Nam. 

"He told newsmen after his speech that details of . 
such a program haven't been worked out, but he said one 
approach would be for civil rights workers to participate 
in teach-ins on the war. 

"'Even President Johnson has said there is room for 
debate, ' Mr. King said in response to a question concerning

"why he has taken a position different from that of the 
administration. 

"'There is no reason why there can't be peace 
rallies like we have freedom rallies,’ Dr. King declared. 

"In his speech Dr. King said, 'If life is worth 
living... We must find an alternative to war and violence.' 

"He said 'I certainly am as concerned about seeing 
the defeat of communism as anybody else, but we won't 
defeat communism by guns, bombs or gases, but by making 
democracy work. ' 

"Then he made the flat statement that ' the war in 
Viet Nam must be stopped. ' 

"In discussing civil rights Dr. King said, 'The system 
of segregation is on its deathbed - the only question now 
is when it will be totally buried.' 

"But he quickly added that Negroes 'are getting a 
big dose of tokenism. ' Negroes are getting just enough 
integration so that militancy is being replaced by 
complacency, he explained. 

"He said the civil rights movement must now be con- 
centrated on the economic plight of Negroes. He noted 
that it doesn't mean much for a Negro to be able to go to 
an integrated restaurant 'if he hasn't the money to take 
his wife to : inner.' 

"There a e too many loopholes in the fair employ- 
ment provisions of the 1964 Civil Rights Act, Dr. King 
said. 'We must make it clear to business and industry 
that if they don’t respect our persons they won't get 
our dollars . ' 

"Turning to the ballot. Dr. King said Negro regis- 
tration in many Southern communities could easily be 
doubled. By 'going all out' in this endeavor Virginians 
may see the day when there will be 10 or 15 Negroes in 
the State Legislature, ' he declared. 

"Just before he was introduced Dr. King was pre- 
sented with a proclamation designating July 2 as Nobel 
peace prize day in Virginia. , .

JR. , will arrive in Cleveland on the 
evening of July 27, 1965* to spark the voter registration drive 
of the Special Project Committee for Voter Registration and 
Citizenship Education which Is currently in progress. A dinner 
meeting which will Include local civil rights and civic leaders 
will he held that evening.

The second paragraph of Page 2 of the LHH reported 
that on 7/19/65 a Bureau Agent observed Albernathy enter a 
church where he later delivered an address. There then 
followed in the LHM an account of the address as reported in 
the press. 



Prior to dissemination, the Bureau deleted the entire 
second paragraph of Page 2. Note should be taken of the un- 
desirability of reporting the fact that a Bureau Agent made an . 
observation, thus implying surveillance of a legitimate civil 
rights activity. This is underscored by the fact that Albernathy *s 
presence was public knowledge and so reported by the press. The 
deleted paragraph therefore added nothing worthwhile to the LHM fj 
and could conceivably have been misinterpreted to the possible i 
embarrassment to the Bureau. / 


The foregoing should be brought to the attention of 
responsible personnel for their future guidance in handling 
matters of this nature.

The May 4, 1942, issue of "Labor Action," then 
an official publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried 
an article which reflected that the WP was formed in 
April, 1940, as a result of a split within the leadership 
of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). The article stated 
that when the Hitler-Stalin Pact was signed and Poland 
invaded, the minority group within the SWP, in proclaiming 
the formation of the WP, condemned the pact as being 
imperialistic in nature and stated it would not support 
either imperialist camp. 


The April 25, 1949, issue of "Labor Action" 
contained an account of the Fifth National Convention of 
the WP, held March 24-27, 1949, in New York City, which 
reflected the change of name of the organization from the 
WP to the Independent Socialist League (ISL) in order to 
emphasize the character of the group as a propaganda group 
for the spreading of socialist ideas and not as a full- 
fledged political party. 


The July 14, 1958, issue of 'Labor Action," an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article 
captioned, "The ISL Program in Brief." The article indicated 
"The ISL stands for socialist democracy and against the two 
systems of exploitation which now divide the world: 
capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist movement, 
looks to the working class and its ever-present struggle 
as the basic progressive force in society. The ISL is 
organized to spread the ideas of socialism in the labor 
movement and among all other sections of the people. There 
can be no lasting and genuine democracy without socialism 
and there can be no socialism without democracy." 


The September 22, 1958, issue of "Labor Action" 
contained an undated statement signed by the Political 
Committee of the ISL which indicated that the ISL had been 
dissolved. The statement urged former ISL members to join 
the Socialist Party-Social Democratic Federation. 


The SWP has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 104 5 O .1

members of the WWP, and WILLIE MAE MALLORY, organized an MDC in 
Cleveland, with headquarters at 1289 East 115th Street. 

On May 29, 1963, source related that the purpose 
of the MDC in Cleveland is to aid In the support of WILLIE MAE 
MALLORY in her fight against extradition to Monroe, North Carolina. 

On August 31, 196l, two true bills of indictment 
were returned against WILLIE MAE MALLORY by a Grand Jury in 
Superior Court, Union County, Monroe, North Carolina, charging 
MALLORY with two counts of kidnapping of Mr. G. BRUCE STEGALL 
and MAYBELL STEGALL on August 27, 1961.

MOORE implied that the NAACP would probably take some type of 
action to harass or embarrass Dr. KING in Philadelphia on 
Tuesday, August 3, 1965# during his street comer appearances. 

MOORE did not spell out the tactics to be used. MOORE has 
made statements to the press, radio and TV that Dr. KING is 
not needed or welcome in Philadelphia.

in relation to civil rights activity differs from 
mine because I am not presently proposing any 
change in the direction or the character of our civil 
rights work. He has the right to express his 
analysis and has done so.

Reverend Bevel stated the civil rights movement is 
legislated out of business. Will King comment on 
this? 



Answer: I do not agree with James Bevels view that the 

civil rights movement has been legislated out of 
existence. We still have so far to go I cannot 
see the end of the road even now. I see the 
need for a multiplicity of additional legislative 
reforms which will take years of struggle fully to 
achieve ,

This article also said that a 
delegation from the group met with RAY MULLINS, County 
Personnel Director, and promised that there would be more 
demonstrations until Negro policemen are hired. Rev. CALVIN 
WOODS, a member of the Executive Committee of the Alabama 
Christian Movement for Human Rights, was quoted as saying, 

"We def initely^plan to have more demonstrations, perhaps as 
soon as Wednesday or Thursday." The Rev. EDWARD GARDNER, 

Rev. N. Hy WOODS , and Rev. CALVIN W. WOODS were the three 
representatives from the demonstrators who met with the 
Jefferson County Personnel Board Chairman, Mr. RAY MULLINS, 

The article stated that Mr. MULLINS talked with the 
three Negroes for about one-half hour and allowed the press 
to be present at the meeting. Mr. MULLINS reviewed the cases 
of Negroes who had attempted to qualify to become policemen. 

He said 90 had taken the test and only 11 had passed. Of 
those 11, only 4 were finally certified to become officers. 

The others who passed failed to meet physical and character 
requirements, he said, MULLINS said "that two of the four 
who were certified withdrew their names and the other two were 
removed ®for some other reason 9 ". According to this article, 

Mr. MULLINS said he did not know the exact reasons the other 
two were not appointed but said that people who were certified 
had to appear within three days after notice of certification 
or they would be dropped. "This could have been one of the 
reasons," Mr. MULLINS was quoted as saying. Mr, MULLINS also 
said that anyone who takes the test can compare it with the 
answer sheet. "In fact, we encourage it," MULLINS stated. 
MULLINS charged that many of the Negroes who took the test 
"have been forced by your leaders to come here and they 
deliberately failed the test because they do not want the 
job," Rev. WOODS said that the situation was a moral one and 
predicted that it will "cause a lot of unrest in Birmingham," 
he was quoted as saying by the BIRMINGHAM POST-HERALD article.
